Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
has amended claim 1 to describe a division of the liquid supplied to vaporization 
flow paths where a first portion supplied from above each of the flow paths in the 
vertical direction is vaporized by heat from the heating gas and a remaining 
portion of the liquid and vaporized liquid contact each other inside each of the 
vaporization flow paths, these limitations were not anticipated nor obvious by 
prior art references.
